The plane found a goog Ian{liug
iplace in T. W. Bethea’s oat field 'two
miles southwest of Dillop and the
trips were made from
field over tdwn and then back by a
circuitous route. The plane came over
from Bennettsville where it had been
doing a land office business with the
citizens of the Marlboro  capital.
Twenty dollars for a 20 minute trip
was the price charged and it was not
often the case that a passenger ar-
{gued with the airmen over the length
of the stay in the clouds, .

Mr. James M. Sprunt, cashier of
the Bank of Dillon, was the first Dil-
lon man to “break the ice.” Mr.
Sprunt saw the airmef land and he
went out to the field immediately.
When told that he was in Dillon for
the purpose of taking passengers up
into the clouds Mr., Sprunt said he
was ready to go, and he had the dis-
tinetion of being the first native Dil-
lonite to view his own town from a
distance of 'a thousand feet in the
air. Mr. Sprunt said it was a delight-
ful sensation and he was charmed
with the experience.

Mr. L. Cottingham went up the sec-
tcmd day and when the airmen took
what is known as a ‘“nose dive”
while over the centrg of the town he
braceq himself for g‘hat looked like
a fall. When the plane was within a
hundred feet of the ground the air-
man shot it back into the clouds and
whepn it settled again on a straigh#
ishoot back to the fields Mr. Cotting-
ham said he felt happy. Whilg up in
{the air a considerable distance Mr.
|Cottingham dropped his eye-glasses,
but strange to say they were found
that same afternoon near Mr. E. T.
Elliott's residence. The finder hap-
pened to walk into Mr. Cottingham’s
store next morning and remarked that
he had found a pair of gold rimmed
glasses, He pulled them out and Mr.
Cottingham identified them as his
own. The glasses were not injured by
the fall from the clouds. - ’

The airman returned to Bennetts-
ville Saturday afternoon where he
was scheduled to make exhibition
flights at a land salg to be held near
Bennettsville Tuesday, Mr. Sprunt
accompanied him oy the trip back to
Bennettsvillee.
